OHIO WAITS INDIANA 
7 
MOVE IN BEER WAR 


Colu mbu s, O., March 15 (ZP)— 
An official of the State Tax Com­ 
mission said today that Ohio was 
waiting for Indiana to take the 
initiativ e to halt a beer tax “war” 
between the two states. 
The 
commission, 
it 
was 
learned, has rejected pleas of 
some beer distribu tors th at it ap­ 
proach Indiana and su ggest a 
tru ce which wou ld reliev e Ohio 
distribu tors of pay ing heav y fees 
to import beer from the neigh­ 
boring state. 
Walter W. Mitchell, a member 
of the Tax Commission, said a 
law req u ires the Commission to 
impose a retaliatory lev y on the 
importation of Indiana beer u n­ 
til th at state remov es financial 
barriers designed to restrict the 
sale of Ohio beer in Indiana. 
Mitchell ex pressed his attitu de 
after Indiana and Michigan en­ 
tered into a one-y ear compact 
which will permit u nrestricted 
trade in beer between the two 
states. 
“After all, Indiana started this 
bu siness,” he said. “We gav e them 
from last September, when ou r 
retaliatory legislation became ef­ 
fectiv e, u ntil March I, when we 
began enforcement of it, to q u it 
discriminating against Ohio beer.

This means one of two things 
Either (I) England hasn't made 
u p her mind whether she wou ld 
fight, or (2) she has decided th at 
she wou ldn’t go to war bu t does­ 
n’t want to encou rage Hitler by 
broadcasting the fact in adv ance 
of the ev ent.

FIXING UP THE OLD BUS 
Sp ending $2,000 for reconditioning a fire tru ck 
may or may no t be good ju dgment. After the 
job is comp leted Ru shv ille will still hav e a p iece 
of eq u ip ment 15 y ears old. 
No indiv idu al wou ld think of p u tting his own 
15 -y ear-old au tomobile back in the factory for 
remodeling; he wou ld take adv antage of more 
recent imp rov ements and keep in line with the 
p arade. 
Sp ending $2,000 on an old p iece of eq u ip ment 
will not meet req u irements of the state board 
of u nderwriters who hav e req u ested addition­ 
al ladder eq u ip ment. If insu rance rates are to 
remain low, then certain standards mu st be met. 
Pu rchase of fire eq u ip ment can be au thorized 
by a bond issu e ex tending ov er a long p eriod 
of time. The p iece of eq u ip ment now inv olv ed 
was bou ght that way and the bonds hav e long 
since been fcaid off. 
We will agree that economy shou ld be ex ercised 
in the management of p u blic offices, bu t some 
times it is false economy in attemp ting to sav e. 
Ju dging from the trend of op inion ex p ressed by 
v otes, the p eop le want monfey sp ent! 
The history in Ru shv ille u su ally shows that a 
Rep u blican administration hoards the money 
and is followed by a Democratic administration 
that sp ends what has been sav ed — and the 
p eop le like it! 


Darrow lent his brilliance of intellect, his shrewd 
resou rcefu lness and his great knowledge of law. 
He snatched from the gallows and the electric 
chair men who, throu gh heinou s crimes, had 
earned retribu tion in the form of death. Bu t 
he v iewed cap ital p u nishment as u nju stiable 
and his defense of mu rderers of clearly estab­ 
lished gu ilt was in accordance with his con­ 
v ictions. 
The fascinating story of his career, howev er, 
su p p orts his own claim that he tried to the limit 
of one man’s meagre ability to ov ercome the 
cru elties of the world, a great hu man endeav or. 
Clarence Darrow, dead at the age of eighty , was 
a great lawy er and, in his own way , a great 
hu manitarian. 


CLARENCE DARROW 
There are asp ects of the long and tirelessly 
activ e life of that brilliant, cou rageou s and con­ 
trov ersial old man, Clarence Darrow, that com­ 
mand the admiration of those who are fair- 
minded and ap p reciativ e. He said of himself 
as he ap p roached the end of life’s jou rney that 
he fou nd the greatest satisfaction in the knowl­ 
edge that he had “fou ght all his life for the 
u nderdog,” also that the p u rp ose that animated 
him most consistently was that of “help ing to 
ov ercome the cru elties of the world." 
It was not alway s p ossible to sy mp athize with 
and ap p rov e the p u rp oses to which Clarence

The av erage motion p ictu re falls far sho rt 
of making an indelible imp ression u p on the 
mind of the sp ectator. It is an entertainment 
ex clu siv ely for the hou r and has p assed from 
memory by the time the jou rney from the the­ 
ater to home has been comp leted.

The Academy of Motion Pictu re Arts and 
Sciences has bestowed u p on Miss Rainer and 
Mr. Tracy its annu al awards for the best p er- 
foimalices of the y ear. Among those who saw 
these p ictu res u iere will be none to q u estion 
the discernment of the ju dges. 
Throu gh the 
flawless interp retatio ns giv en them, the char­ 
acters of Clan and Manu el were endowed with 
the breath of life.

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CHAPTER 40 
I TELL A LIE 
I had been in the Tomarru p 
before, and I thou ght that I 
knew how these tribesmen wou ld 
fight. Here wou ld be no hilltop 
stockade, 
bu t 
a 
treacherou s, 
knifing war in the swamp tan­ 
gles, and u p on the waters of the 
u gly riv er. Nobody bu t Dy aks 
were with me in my new cam­ 
p aign. There was a hot argu ment 
abou t this, bu t in the end Cly de 
gav e in. 
This was not the only argu ­ 
ment, by a long way , the first 
one being as to whether I wou ld 
be allowed to go at all. I can nev ­ 
er forget, nor remember withou t 
a hu rt in my heart, Christine’s 
white face, v ery nearly hy sterical 
as she p leaded with Cly de no t to 
let me go. And I hav e nev er seen 
Cly de more u ncertain—I think 
that she almost won. Cly de had 
nev er been in the Tomarru p Riv ­ 
er, and all he knew abou t it was 
what I chose to tell him. Bu t he 
knew Rentongen, and he had 
grav e fears for this camp aign.

No Retreat 
“Pau l,” he said grav ely , “I’m 
asking y ou for the tru th as y ou 
see it. This answer is one that 
I hav e to leav e to y ou . Can y ou , 
or can y ou not, safely win the 
Tomarru p Riv er?” 
Safely ? The word was fantas­ 
tic in connection with the Tom­ 
arru p . To answer him tru ly was 
to stay in Balingong; to the best 
of my belief, the Tomarru p Riv er 
meant something worse than 
p robable defeat. It meant that in 
defeat there wou ld be little p os­ 
sibility of retreat. 
I looked him in the ey e and I 
lied. If I had to go throu gh that 
u nhap p y hou r again, believ ing 
what I believ ed then, I know 
that once more I wou ld lie. 
“There isn’t any thing to this,” 
I said. “It was the Palowit that 
was dangerou s, when we were on 
foot in that mou ntain tangle.” 
“Then,” my u ncle said slowly , 
ev ery word taking something ou t 
of him as he sp oke, “if y ou are 
su re, if y ou know, I can’t tell y ou 
to stay . Whatev er is going to 
hap p en to Balingong raj is going 
to be decided by what y ou do 
now. I cou ld nev er send y ou 
there. Bu t if y ou , with y ou r bet­ 
ter knowledge of that riv er, think 
that it’s a reasonable p lan for 
y ou to go, then I cannot hold y ou 
back.” 
Christine cried ou t, her v oice 
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fu ll of tears. “In God’s name, 
Pau l—” 
My u ncle sp oke to her v ery low, 
and his v oice was like that of a 
man ex erting the last p ossible 
effort of his will. “Be still,” he 
said. “Can’t y ou u nderstand that 
y ou ’re as good as scu ttling him, 
when y ou hu rt him so? ” 
I did not u nderstand, fu lly , 
what he meant. I did not u nder­ 
stand it for a long time. Bu t I 
think now that James Cly de knew 
each other, or knew ou r selv es.

Close Engagement 
I had agreed with Cly de that if 
I had not retu rned in twro weeks 
he might send more Teny alang 
and more tribesmen to my su p ­ 
p ort. I aimed to make this cam­ 
p aign short and q u ick. I needed 
to get in there and meet what­ 
ev er we were going to meet and 
get ou r v ictory if we were going 
to get it, and then get back. It 
was my hop e, of cou rse, that 
Rentongen wou ld make his stand 
in the Tomarru p , and that 
somewhere in its reaches he 
wou ld either be cap tu red 
or 
killed. 
Bu t I had not gone far before I 
knew that this hop e was not to 
be fu lfilled. If Rentongen’s 50 or 
so krismen had led a massed ru sh 
of tribesmen against any one of 
ou r many camp s, I believ e my 
Dy aks wou ld hav e been swep t 
into the riv er at once, Teny alang 
or no Teny alang. Bu t what soon 
became ap p arent was that there 
were few Malay s here. Now and 
then in the co nstant desu ltory 
fighting we might glimp se one of 
them directing the tactics of the 
Tomarru p s; bu t Rentongen and 
most of his followers were gone. 
It was therefore dou bly imp ort­ 
ant that we finish the Tomarru p 
q u ickly , and get back to Baling­ 
ong, so that we might driv e again 
at Rentongen where he had nex t 
chosen to strike. 
Bu t I was in the Tomarru p sev ­ 
en weeks. . . 
The Tommarru p was at full 
flood and its brown waters were 
p ressing down to the sea in great 
wheeling eddies, so that the pad­ 
dles had to fight ta r ev ery mile. 
We were pushing in toward the 
v illages in the uppper Tomarrup, 
where the tribesmen who had 
attacked our people had their 
strongholds; It was my timne<K- 


ate object, if I cou ld not close 
with Rentongen, to bu rn as many 
of these v ilages as I cou ld, driv ­ 
ing the p eop le into the hills. 
Early in the morning of the 
third day into the riv er we 
fou ght ou r first engagement, a 
nasty smother of close fighting 
with a swarm of p rau s that came 
ou t from between the tru nks of 
the flooded forest. We beat them 
off and went on; bu t before 
night we fou ght twice more. That 
day we lost 17 men and a great 
many others were wou nded. 
After that we fou ght ev ery day , 
sometimes only once, bu t u su ally 
many times.

It is worth ou r while remembering that the Prince of Peace had 
this soldier friend whom he resp ected, and of whom he sp oke with 
sp ontaneou s ap p rov al. Whatev er else the man u nderstood, he u n­ 
derstood the meaning of the word “obedience.” 
Ou r disobedience of the commands of Christ is no t u su ally 
matter of wilfu lly doitig the ex act op p osite of what he commands; 
it is far more often a matter p f doing no thing at all. An officer 
ex p ects an order to make an instant difference in the condu ct of 
the soldiers to whom he sp eaks. The centu rion ex p ected Jesu s to 
giv e su ch an order, and he was p rep ared to obey . “We hav e done 
those things which we ou ght no t to hav e done,” — y es, we can 
all think of them. “And we hav e left u ndone those things which 
we ou ght to hav e done” — ah, it is there that the General Con­ 
fession tou ches ou r conscience still more su rely . 
Pray er: O God, who from ancient day s hast grav en old com­ 
mandments u p on the tablets of time, grant that by making ou r 
su bmission to the common conscience of mankind we may be fitted 
for thy new commandments to this day . Amen.

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Washington — Already the 
“ bright minds” in the army and 
nav y are study ing the Spanish 
civ il war, the J apan-China “ in­ 
cident’ and the Italo-Ethiopian 
campaign in preparation for the 
nex t war — when and if it 
comes. 
The studies are going quietly 
oji in the Army and Nav y War 
colleges where chosen officers 
of the two branches of national 
defense prepare for adv ance­ 
ment to the higher grades. 
Their job is to study the lat­ 
est methods of war — and they 
leav e v irtually nothing out that 
may hav e a bearing. Here is a 
part of the mission of the Army 
War 
college 
in 
Washington, 
which will help to ex plain the 
purpose also of the nav y college: 
“ To train officers for the con­ 
duct of field operations of the 
army and higher eschelons; and 
to instruct in those political, 
economic and social matters 
which influence the conduct of 
war. 
“ To train officers for joint op­ 
erations of the army and nav y .” 


Nav y Has One, Too. 
The Nav y War college at New­ 
port, R. I., aud the War college 
here, work cooperativ ely . Of the 
95 officers now at the Army War 
college, 88 are from the army , 
fiv e from the nav y and two from 
the marine corps. A correspond­ 
ing army group attends the 
nav al college. 
The students at the army col­ 
lege are segregated into com­ 
mittees, each of which is as­ 
signed sev eral “ directiv es” — 
problems — to work out during 
the IO months’ course. The ex act 
nature of the “ directiv es” 
is 
kept a school secret. 
It is a fair surmise from the 
broad purpose of the school that 
the subjects include not only 
preparation of plans for specific 
ty pes of war, but such things as 
management of our own civ il 
populations in ev ent they are 
driv en to panic by armed in­ 
v asion, as well as the handling 
of matters like the “ draft riots” 
such as broke out in New .York 
during the Civ il war.

The mo st damaging twister 
stru ck directly o n Bellev ille, 111., 
killing at least eight perso ns, in­ 
ju ring sco res, and wreaking $1,- 
000,000 pro perty damage. Sev eral 
perso ns were repo rted missing. 
Six perso ns were killed o v er a 
lo ng stretch o f territo ry in Mis­ 
so u ri. Two were kno wn to hav e 
been killed in Alabama and o ne 
in Tennessee. 
The fo rce o f the sto rm was 
dissipated in Io wa as the cy clo nic 
winds swu ng no rthwest after 
striking Bellev ille.
